THE PATENT~RI«ilT8 NUISANCE. 


We called attention some months 


ago to a movement for the protection 
of the farming community against the 
patent rights nuisance, which in many 
sections—particulary in the west- 
has become unendurable. It is in the 
vast majority of cases, simply leg*!-. 
ized blackmail, which tho farmers are 
obliged to submit to for the sake of 
avoiding the annoyance and expenses 
of lawsuits, 
The protective move- 


ment has, we are glad to see, taken 
proper hlihpe in a bill introduced by 
Mr. Thomas of Illinois, last Monday. 
This bill provides that hereafter in 
any suit for an alleged use or infringe- 
ment or patented articles, when it 
shall appear that the defendant pur- 
chased the same in good faith for his 
own personal use and not for sale, if 
plaintiff shall recover a judgment for 
merely nominal damages of 85 or less, 
the court shall adjudge that the (plain- 
tiff) shall pay costs of suit, and if the 
plaintiff shall not recover the sum of 
$20 or over, the court shall adjudge 
him to pay his own costs, unless It 
shall appear that the defendant at the 
time of purchase had acklowledged the 
existence of the patent. It is believed 
that the bill—which the house prompt- 
ly passed—will relieve the farmers und 
others interested of a large part of the 
patent rights nuisance, as tbe black- 
mailers have hitherto mainly depend- 
ed upon saddling the defendants with 
costs of suit. Now that this can be 
done only in comparatively few in- 
stances, the business will to a gieat 
extent be abandoned—as it ought to 
have been long ago.—St. Louis Ret 
publican.

Space U iilwayi •jiven t i > cri-'p, .succinct 
news items, quickly and easily read, 
anil impartint; much iulerc-ttinij mutter 
of record-jtist what the busy reading 
public wants. Whence conies thU dol- 
ujje of news? Who gathers itP \Vho 
luit the very reporters M* dreadfully 
ciiutorizud? How much time is expend- 
ed in the collection of nil these ticraps of 
information, which daily tell us what is 
happening ;ill o\er the woildP 
Few 


there arc outf-iilo of the profession who 
give the report (T credit for a hundredth 
part of the m*rit he possesses.

must uot knon- what fear ii. Ho mu«t 
laugh ut storms. He nuM venture into 
the very strongholds of the worst kinds 
of criminals ut the risk of being mur- 
dered on sight. Ho has little time for 
sentimentalities. He must not i|iiail ut 
the .spectacle of a hundred or more 
mangled bodies surrounded by griof- 
stricken relatives. Ho must work like 
an engine, without halt or rest, under 
all circumstances. 
He must not get ex-

mayhap 
coming from an ignorant 


boor, who, by some accident, has be- 
come notorious for a few brief hours. 
The reporter must know a little of every- 
thing, and be quick to c.itch idea* upon 
subjects of winch he knows nothing. He 
must have confidence in himself, find 
should be well enough acquainted with 
humanity and nhysiognomiciil signs to 
diaccrn, instantly, when a person is tell- 
ing the truth, or uttering a falsehood. 
The reporter has need of all the facul- 
ties with which man is endowed. Tiiere 
arc times when he should bn calm and 
courteous; when he should be linn and 
determined: when he should bo gallant 
and attentive; when ho should bu social 
and convival; when ho should bo inde- 
pendent and unyielding. Sometimes he 
will have to fawn a little, and some- 
times he must needs assume the role of 
the pugilist. 
It all depends upon the 


nature of his mission and the sort of 
person being dealt with. 
The news- 


gatherer who has a love for his profes- 
sion will not quit a subject until he has 
mastered 
it, 
and 
often 
he 
has 


bnt a few seconds to determine what 
coarse he is to pursue before he is deep 
in the business on hand. 
Hit success 


depends not a Httle upon tho tactics 
adopted at the start. This refers more 
particularly to interviews, and nearly 
all news is gleaned from that source, 
because even if a reuort»r wjtpass any 
thing worthy of being; published he will 
try, if he has time, to got accounts from 
other* who may have seen whatever it is 
the reporter happens to be treating.

of reporting is in extracting Information 
from a person who is possibly the onlf 
one having the desired knowledge, and 
who is obstinate and will not tell what 
he knows, or is ignorant and can not. 
Frequently the party interviewed i* in- 
terested in the matter under considera- 
tion, and is averse to seeing it in print. 
In either .eaao tfie reporter is compelled 
to ply questions by the dozen, and in 
doing fo he-must be careful not to affront 
his nan, thus ending the interview. 


A good reporter is always careful. lie

take* nothing for granted. 
He accepts 


nothing a* the truth, until ho knows 
just what there i* in it. 
Many a time

Immeseia the quantity of chaff thrown 


out by tho reporters themselves, after

city editors. Any one of the outsiders 
who have so much to say against news- 
paper men, if put in tho place of a, pro- 
fessional reporter, would, without doubt, 
bring such a xtorm down upon li)l head 
that lie would bo glad to get out of tho 
business At aliViokt any cost.

every chance in the world tor a rmortcr 
to get things irrong; and it Is only oy the 
roost assiduous rare and

continually endeavoring to gain prestigo 
b\ representing themselves to bn mem- 
bers of the press. 
At all large gather- 


ings, whether of a public or private na- 
ture, llierois always to be found ;» num- 
ber of frauds seeking to gain favors In 
claiming Ui be reporters. 
They fie- 


qucntlj behave outrageously — crowding 
forward to sucuru thu best places and 
thf choicest viands, obtruding in u 
most 
offensive 
manner, and 
other- 


wise rendering themselves obnoxious 
to even body around them. They are 
not reporters; they aro merely swin- 
dlers, employing a subterfuge to gain a 
soltisli end. 
Legitimate reporters, as a 


dais, must thouldor tho sins of these 
fellows and receive unl rnad versions on 
their account. Still, there is hardly 
any way to obviate this. All papers do 
not furnish their writers with badges, 
and it is dillicult to toll whom to atimit 
as bona lido and whom to exclude as 
imposters. 


With regard to intemperance among 


reporters it might with truth be said 
that it is a wonder there is not more of 
it than there is. The reporter has to 
go everywhere in search of news, and 
he is constantly subjected to tempta- 
tions in tho shape of pruning invitations 
to imbibe. 
JUut, in fact, reporters do 


not indulge m Intoxicants nearly so 
much as is generally snppatjcd, and 
there are other profusions naving many 
more drunkards on their rolls than the 
one under consideration. 


The peculiar situation in which a re- 


porter often tinds himself can not be 
appreciated by those persons not in the 
business. He must necessarily make 
many enemies. lie- can not be a faith- 
ful reporter and do otherwise. 
When a 


niau places himself in a position to de- 
serve censure at the hands of the public, 
the reporter is the one to inflict the pun- 
ishment. This brings down upon his 
head tho anathemas of tho party chas- 
tised, 'and there il no escaping. 


A GREAT SOUKCE Of TROt'ULE 


to a reporter is ho never can tell when 
he is going to offend somebody by writ- 
ing a few lines of a personal nature. 
His intention and endeavor may be to 
say something very flattering, which is 
received in exactly an opposite way by 
tho person mentioned. It is a hard feat 
to report the address of a lecturer, po 
lit leal speaker or minister to please the 
one who makes the delivery. All ora- 
tors are anxious to appear to goou ad- 
vantage in print, no matter how indit- 
ferent their orations may be ; and if the 
reporter trios to give the sense of an 
hour's address in a hundred lines hi' 
will usually succeed in arousing the 
speech-maker's ire ; because when tlm 
exact language of the lecture or address 
is used the speaker not infrequently de- 
clares he never said any thing of tho 
kind. While on the other hand. In cases 
where the reporter has employed his 
own 
wi 
only correct part of tho report. Thus a 
grievance, as in hundreds of other in- 
stances to be found in reporting, exists 
only in tho imagination <*f a man who 
wilt not be convinced that lie is mistaken. 


The idea obtains among many young 


men that a reporter's life is strewn with 
row* and Meat, perfume and pleasant 
flattery. • ' Frtr -rWat reason ' there are 
thousand}' at* ^rip|tog» 'struggling to 
gain a place on come newspaper's* local 
staff. The bright anticipations of these

some instances, but It is seldom so with 
reporters. They must be content to 
remain in the back-ground and manu- 
facture- reputations for thoir superiors 
in oiiicc—for Presidents, Cabinet mem- 
bers and a legioli of others. 


The busy, practical, rushing world 


tufts more for compact, msaty narra- 
tions of faqts than for fine, elaborate 
productions, even if they be not so 
scholarly. These are what the reporter 
offers. 
Ho aims to get at tho point of 


an item as quickly us is compatible with 
explicitncss 
Ho is taught to work with 


dispatch, and he delights in reeling off 
nn article on one subject, and taking np 
another, to bo speedily followed in turn 
by something else, and so on.

The reporter, to be successful mast take 
a pride in his work.

commodity of wits must be inexhausti- 
ble. All good reporters aro

ticulari/e three very line war-axes, two 
of which were found with the bunietl 
remains of their former owners, luving 
pii.ssed through the lire with their bodies". 
In a grave adjoining that in which the 
third war-ax was found was the body 
of a woman who had two bronze ear 
rings, (which also appear in this collec- 
tion,) and from the fact that the two 
graves were connected by a small cir- 
cular opening in the chalk which divided 
them, it can scarcely be doubted that 
those two graves contained the bodies 
of a man and his wife. There are also 
several " pounders" made from water- 
rolled pebbles, one of which was found 
buried with a woman, and lying be- 
neath her head, and had very probably 
lieeu n.sed to utriko off Hakes for the 
manufacture of Hint implements.

While in Mexico I was sauntering one 


day along tho banks of the Panuco Kiv-

at the. alligators basking open-mouthed 
on tho sand-bars, when 1 observed a 
great commotion in the river seuiral 
Tmmlred yards bfflow m<S, I saw a dark 
mass slowly rise' froul the waiter and 
creep' along the shojce toward a small 
pond made Ijy tho overflow,

Slighl us must 
have ivcn the miise modi1 by the jaguar, 
it had evidentlv ulnrmod the manatee. 
It made rapidly for thori\er; but on 
passing near the jaguar, with a tcriifiic 
roir, which shook tin 1 very ground, it 
leaped on the head of the unhappy cow.

tnre, roaring loudly and showing his 
teeth, but no evidence of fc.ir, only 
rage, and then lay with his head be- 
fwoon his paws, 'watching my move- 
ments. 
1 advanced to within forty 


yards, when hi: rose suddenly and tried 
to spring toward me, falling some fi\e 
feet forward. 
I stopped, wishing to 


come no nearer than necessary. 
He 


crunched again, and almost fuse! latcd 
me with his intense gaze. I looked at 
him w i t h every ncr\t; strung, expecting 
another attack, but, his eyes alone moved 
like coals o i ' f i i o . 
I advanced about 


fifteen steps, when lie made another 
fruitless attempt to leap. 
I turned on 


one side but no movement of his fol- 
lowed. 
1'ntil I got behind him lie 


seemed doggedly resigned to his fate. 
I shouted, and he deliberately turned 
his bead to look about. I raised my 
rifle, anil aiming at the glowing eye, 
fired. 
No movement on his part be- 


trayed ho was struck, and as I again 
aimed al him a spurt of blood gushutl 
from his mouth; lie, turned over, tear- 
ing tho earth and grass, and in no less 
than a minute was dead. I now hod 
leisure to examine the animals. The 
head of the manatee was almost cutire- 
ly bitten off, the brains scattered in 
every direction, ami eyes clawed out by 
the 'jaguar. One of the fins or arms 
was bitten entirely off, but on the body 
bul few murks of its adversary's, claws 
or teeth were visible. It measured 18 
feet in length, and its girth was about 
12 feet. The mammae were well de- 
veloped, showing thai it had a sucking 
calf. The hide in oolor resembled that 
of the elephant, only a little greener, 
and the head waa vidiculoimly small 
compared with the size of the body. 1 
now turned to the jaugor. Ho was also 
very large and beautifully spotted; his 
teetli were large and his claws very 
sharp and curved. He measured eight 
feet from tip to tip, as slim and long as 
a greyhound; but the diameter of hi.s 
paws revealed the muscles of steel 
which lay within. He was abaut three 
feet eight inches in height, four of the 
fangs wero two inches long, liis head 
and skin were much scarred, and one 
of his ears was bitten off. 


At thii moment two rancheros rode 


up, but as soon us the horses had a 
smell of the jaguar they shied and re- 
fused to advance, and nothing but the 
matchless skill of tho riders saved them 
from being unhorsed.

A good deal of nonsense, mixed with 


some grains of tmth, is written from 
jtjme to time by thu professed philan- 
thropists: in respect to the adulteration 
of food. Of the adulteration of clothing, 
on tne other hand, wo. hear compara- 
tively littl», <4haugh In all probability 
this suljjeot.Is of parapiounl importance. 
The •bimdviice nnd'flhcapncsH of cotton 
iu this country, th«' familiarity of ouf 
manufacturers with the modes of work- 
ing it, and, -above all, the enormous dot 
maud for cheap and tfflrtcfnl clothing on 
tho part of the great American people, 
have led to the introducti m of this less 
valuable fiber into ordinary "woolen " 
goods to an extent which but a fow years 
since would have been almost inconceiv- 
able. 
Not only are so-called woolen 


goods prepared by weaving1 together 
mixtures of cotton and wool, rag-wool 
and shoddy', in divers ways and varying 
proportions; not only is the dnut of 
wool (called "ilocks") shrunk into 
woolen goods, even those* of fairly gootl 
quality, to make them heavier and more 
compact; but by resorting to certain 
styles of goods and methods of weaving, 
so thai tho cloth shall be appropriately 
thickened in ribs or ridges, it has even 
been found possible to make clothes 
salable for men's winter wear out of 
nothing but col ton. 
Some samples of 


heavy cloths, which at first sight look 
as if they wens certainly woolen anil 
as if they worts nblo to keep a man 
warm, and which really arts thick ami 
strong, ha\e been found not to give off, 
in burning, any trace of the "burnt 
wool" .smell, with which every one is 
familiar. 
Sonus years since, certain 


goods for gentlemen's 
wear 
wi.re 


fashionable, which consisted of gray 
woolen with occasional golden threads 
of silk between. 
Hut of lain, both the 


Hilk threads and the woolen parts as 
well, have been replaced with a really 
good imitation, consisting of nothing 
but cotton. 
These debased goods are 


sold allow rates, and many of them lire 
in good taste and of seemly appearance. 
'I'litiy aro durable, no doubt, and the 
buyer commonly gets his money's worth. 
The only trouble is that, in most in- 
stances, 'they arc not fit for the particu- 
lar purpose for Viliie.li they arc bought. 
Colti,n goods arc not anpropriate, wear 
for ail}1 one exposed to tlie winter's cold 


j in the northern t'nited States. 
The\ 


j ha\«* much le<s power to keep in 
the 


I vital warmth, or, in oilier words, to 
protect tlie wearer from cold, than is 
poss(iss(>tl bj woolen o) 
1 by silken goods. 


There i« sound sense in the practice of 
those northern (Miini'so who habitually 
dress in silken raiment and put on one 
extra jacket of this material for each 
degree of cold.

those of the seaboard. Hut lor Junnaiy, 
I'Vln u.iry, Waicli, and parts of Decem- 
ber and April, most of us need woolen 
and that ot the best.

THE flavor of food baked or broiled 


In earthenware is said by those who 
have made tho experiment to be far 
superior to that of vegetable or animal 
food cooked in the same way in iron 
vessels, for the reason that iron is a 
conductor of heat, while earthenware is 
ft non-conductor; consequently, food 
«v-(ked in the latter is rarely ever 


rned, the degree of heat not varying 


proeptibly during the process of cook- 
ing, thus preserving the flavor of what 
Is cooked, as well as uniformity through- 
out Uie substance of th* meat, regeta- 
blea, or grains, until the Moetss of 
cooking 6 completed. The fire in stove 
or range that parches and burns in iron 
vessels, and either impairs or spoils the 
food, is powerless to injure iho contents 
of earthenware.—Dr. Footers Health 
Monthly for February.

A POSTlL CCBEENC^WANTED- 


The Syracuse (K. Y.;, Herald says: 


Communications continue tn pour in 
upon the press, chiefly from the in- 
habitants of sparcely seUled districts, 
urging the issue by the Government 
of some kind of postal currency for 
the convenient transmission of small 
sums through the mails. The latest 
proposal is a postal card, containing 
the inscription: "This card is good 
for twenty-live, cents"—or fifty, or 
seventy-Qve. as the case may be—"in 
United States postage stamps at any 
post-office within the United States, 
and will lie received at tills depart-* 
inent from any United States Post- 
master in paying for stamps." The 
plan is open to the objection of In* 
deflniteness, putting it in the power 
of any dishonest postal clerk to help 
himself to the card and get it cashed 
by presenting it at and olllce when 
his face is not known. For safety's 
sake provision should be made tliat 
the card is not good in the hands of 
any but the person or firm addressed; 
moreover, if the 
sum be mailed 


amounted to more or less than the 
figure printed on tbe card, there would 
be no way of sending the odd cents. A 
better idea, as it seems to us, would be 
to have the government amend its 
money order system so that orders for 
»}l could be got for 1 cent, between 
and 82 for 2 cents, and so on up to the 
point where the graduated series be- 
gins now. A dime is a good deal to 
pay for the privilege of drawing on u 
postmaster for the sum of 15 or 25 
cents.
